No re- 
sistance was offered by the r.uthori- 
ties or such of the public as lemains 
Loyal.

river and 10 miles north of Shanghai 
and the up-river ports, vvill soon fall 
It is confidently believed that Nan 
King and Cliing-Kiang will also b« 
captured by 1he rebels. 


Some of the foreign warships land 


eil marines in this city b«sMre the 
rebels took possession 
Foreign vol- 


unteers have been 
called out and 


have taken every precautions to pro- 
tect the concessions. 
It is leported 


that the rebels at Kiu-Kiang have 
seized the British tugboat Sampson. 


The rebel throng grew to greater 


proportions and in the excitement a 
number of shots wtre fired 
J<y the 


government forces in the direction of j 
the mob, but these were without ef- 
fect, and it was plain that the Chi- 
nese soldiers, the police and the na- 
ive soldiers were all in sympathy 
with the revolutionists. At tb'.s point 
the Taotai fled and the arsenal and 
native city quietly capitulated. 


The revolutionary leaders here have 


telegraphed General 14 Yuen Hens, 
the head of the rebel movement ad- 
vising him to cease hostilities pend- 
ing developments at Peking. 
Their 


message is being foi warded to Gen- 
eral Li from Wu-Hu by special dis- 
patch boat.
